AAUW Co-ed’s 
Scholarships Are 
Made Available 


Mrs. Normas Naas, a member of 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, spoke to a group 
of MPC women students on the 
Scholarship program of the AAUW, 
Wednesday, February 7th. 

The association will award a 
scholarship to a senior girl in each 
of the three Monterey Peninsula 
High Schools and to a girl receiv- 
ing the Associate in Arts degree 
from MPC. The amount of each 
Scholarship is to be $150. 

To be eligible for the Scholar- 
ship the girls must meet the follow- 
ing requirements: 

1. Have a good character, well- 
rounded personality, and a grade 
average of B or better. 

2. Apply, in writing, to their Deans 
by April 15th. 

3. Agree to attend a College or 
University approved by the AAUW. 

In addition to the foregoing, 
‘if a student accepts a scholarship 
from any other source, by so doing 
she becomes ineligible for the 
AAUW Scholarship. If, in the opin- 
ion of the Committee, a situation 
arises whereby an additional scho- 
larship would make the difference 
to the candidate going to college 
or not, then an exception can be 


made and the scholarship granted.
